Harmon and Economy.

Columbus, Ohio, December 30.—To
prevent extravagance in governmental
uffairs, the Ohio Tax Commission has
forced several public officers, who fixed
tax rates in excess of the legal maxi-
mum of 1 per cent plus exrras for sink-
ing fuvd aud bonded ind=btedpess, to
reduce 10 the proper limit.

It wus the first time io the anpals of
of Obio guvernment that such action
had hesn tuicern, authority for it
wis pbuuned uséer a lsw wiich Guver-
nor Harmwon secured. Probably in no
other state of the upion can such a re-
duciivn iu the public expense be made,
Before the pregent year, th-re was po
limic nhwed oo the ~'ze of tax levies
thut poblic offivers could make, and the
resut was that 1ax rates rupzed from
2 to 6 per cect. and there were pro:-
pecis of higber ones.

Ore of the first thines that Gov. Har-
mon gave his attention to, after be was
inaugzurated, was to obtain a law thut
would place 2 maximum limit on the
tax rate, und with power vesied in a
state tax commission to prevent a levy
in excess of the limit. As a further
safeguard, 2 limiv was placed on the
amount of money that could be spent
each year by public officers. The tax
commission has power to remove offi-
cers, who violate any taxiog laws.

This vear officials in Heory, Madison
and Union counties fixed levies in ex-
cess of the legal limit in order 1o get
mogey for improvments outof proportion
to their taxable wealth, but when call-
ed 10 book by the tax commission the
officials reduced the rate without pro-
test.

“The taxing plan of many officials in
Qhio heretofore has been to levy up to
the limit and to go in debt for much
more, with a patch work system of val-
uation and counsequent iujustice,’” says
a member of the tax commission “The
new rule is to appraise all property at its
true value, let no man or corporation
escape a just share, then to make the
rate low and collect the money before
it is spept. With maximum limits
placed on the tax rate and aggregate
amount of mopey that officers can spend,
Ohio property owners will never again
have o pay tax rates of 4 and 6 per
cent.”
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“Cut your coat according to vour
c¢loth is just as good a maxin for tbe
state as for any citizen,” said Gov. Har-
mon in one ol his messages to the gen-
eral assembly.

For several years disbursements for
expenses of the state goveroment ex-
ceeded receipts—the differesce being
met by drawiog on the balance in the
treasury. In the lfirst two years of his
admisistration, 1909 and 10, Gov. Har-
mon bad a hostile Republican geoeral
usserably making appropriations, and
the disbursements in 1909 and 10, ex-
ceeded veceipts by $1,600,000. In 1811
with a Demccratie seperal assembly,
the receipts exceeded disbursements by
$104,940.03.

The expenses of the state, county,
municipal apd towpship governments
in Ohio had been increasing on an ayer-
ave of £4,000,000 a year. But in 1911,
Goyv. Harmon saved the tax payers that
amount by obtaining ope law, which
stopped the increase by providing that
po mere tax money should be raised and
expended io 1011, than was obtained
and disburced in 1910. For future years,
a defipite scale of percentages for in-
creases to take care of extra expenses
caused by the uatural growth of muni-
cipalities will prevent further enor-
mous increases in the cost of conducting
public affairs in Ohio.

Ve have receptlv demonstrated in

Ohio what a business administration

can do'’ said Gov. Harmoa Lo & repre-
sentstive of the Atlanta (Ga.) Journal,
‘and for the first time io many years we
have come through a year with a sur-
plus instead of 2 deficit. We have dooe
this by ridding ourselves of the bolders
of many unnecessary positions. In other
words, we made it known that there are
now uo political sinecures in the state
government. We have reduced the op-
eration of the state’s departments to a
business basis, and ruvping them S0,
we have at last come through a year
without a deficit. Better still, we have
equalized taxation ana in that way lift-
ed a portion of the burden from the
shoulders of the man who coulda’t carry
it.?’

a

At 1 time in 1910 when everyboedy be-
gan to feel the pinch of the hizh cost
of living, Gov. Harmoa wrote a letter
to the heads of Ohio izstitutions urging
the utmost ecomomy copsistent with
good management. In part the letter
read: “The pecple of Ohio have never
been disposed to be niggardly with the
institutions they maintaic. On the con-
trary, they have always wished the 1n-
mates and pupils thereio 10 have every
reasonable provision, but there is no
reason why these should be better pro-
vided for than citizens are generally
able to provice for themselves. It 18
only just and fair that when the people
are compelled to economize and many
of them to deny themselves and their
families, the officers, inmates and pupils
of public institutions shounld do like-
wise. Meaowhile you and the various
officers and employees of your institu-
tion are directed at once to scrutinize
with care the selection, purchase apn
use of all supplies, with a view io thr
strictest economy. Aund ecouomy means
just the same in a public institurion a-
in a private household—going without
expensive things, or using less of them
or cheaper substitute. Then people of
the state, whom we all serve, cannot re-
proach us with lack of the practical
sympathy which is their due in returs
for their poble public charity which,
even amid ihe hardships which beset
them, they are willing appropriately to
maintain.”

Dr. L. C. Taylor, of Hartford, Conr.,
writing about Gov. Harmon said: “*The
reason I believe in Mr. Harmon is not
because he is a lawyer, but because he
bas had a business training and has
shown his ability te put the right man
in the right place—which is one of the
most important guelities necessary in =
exegutive’s life. The lack of the above
executive guality is what has made so
many failures by men who have only
had 2 law education, re-enforced by
small politiecs. Study carefully each ad-
ministratisn and it becomes more #p-
parent that the executive mind makes
for the good of humanity more than the
judicial.”

The Making of Chipped Glass.

Sheets of glass thar are covered with
a shell-like raised pattern are in use
for screens, partitions, eleetric light
fxitures and other purposes. This
chipped glass. for the pattern is often
really chipped out of the surface, in-
volves o process that is interesting.
The sheet of glass to be, treated Is
placed under a saad blast in order to
give it a grain. This ground surfaco
{s mext treated with a solution of good
glue, and the glass is placed In a dry-
ing room on a rack, where it remalns
for some hours. Next the sheets of
glass are removed to the chipping
room. where they are placed on edge
back to back, with the coated surfaces
outward This room is heated by
steam coils, and when the heat is turn-
ed on the glue reaches its utmost de-
gree of desiceation and curls off the
glass In pleces from the size of a dime
to that of a silver dollar, but it ad-
heres so closely to the glass that in
its effort to get free it tears 2 piece
off the surface, the result being a
beautiful pattern.—Harper's Weekly.
